The identity of E th e l H arris,’ the 
unfortunate young w om an whose 
tragic deatli a t th e Pearson H ouse 
in thi.s city a few w eeks ago attracted 
so m uch attention, has been fully es­ 
tablished. She was, as stated in the 
colum ns of the A go-H erald on S un­ 
day last, the daughter oí a prom inent 
new spaper ma,n, Rev. Oliver B yer, 
one of tlie editors of th e New Y’ork 
Ledger, and resided in M ount V er­ 
non, N . Y ., w here she occupied a 
prom inent 
secial 
po-sitiou. 
H er 
death has attracted m uch attention 
in the cast, and the N ew Y ork H e r­ 
ald of Tuesday contains tiris addi­ 
tional liistory of th e youug lady and 
lier fam ily. 
A fter referring to the details of her 
death, and to the subseciuent v isit of 
her au u t here, all of w hich arc fresh 
in the m inds of the readers of the 
A ge-H crald, tlie N ew Y ork H erald 
a.ays: 
“ In M ount "'''ernon the re­ 
ceipt of th e shocking news of Miss 
D yer’s death fairly stunned every 
one. The girl had been raised in tlie 
place and it is doubtful it anybody 
in tlie wliolo tow n w as more general­ 
ly know n 
P’ew could be brought to 
believe in the alleged circum stances 
of lier death, despite the m ost con­ 
vincing corroberativc proof and I saw 
m any people in M ount V ernon last 
n ig h t who becam e very ind ig n an t 
w hen I m entioned to tbenr the facts 
as they have been reported from B ir­ 
m ingham . 
“ If ail angel of heaven bad fallen,” 
said one old gentlem an who had 
know n the youug w om an from child­ 
hood, “ I could not have been m ore 
thoroughly shocked. If it had been 
any other girl in the village it would 
seem more probable. B u t th a t it 
should have been Alice D yer seem s 
even now im possible. She was the 
m ost reserved and dignified youug 
lady in the place. N ot a w hisper 
has ever been breathed against lier 
nam e.” 
The Rev. Dr. H olm es, pastor of 
the clutreh w here Miss D yer alw ays 
attended regulaily w itli 
her aunt, 
was even more pronounced in lii.s ex­ 
pressions.

“ I considered Alice D yer as far 
above any th in g w rong as tlie purest 
girl am ong m y people. She comes 
of a studious fam ily and seem ed to 
have only tho highest intellectual 
aspirations. 
She was w onderfully 
accom plished tor a young w om an of 
her years, and her student like hab­ 
its wore th e general rem ark. 
She 
was an artist of no me.an pretensions 
and, so far as 1 know , w.as as well 
endowed m entally as any person in 
the village.” 
This was the general opinion eve­ 
ry-, here, and the g irl’s actions are a 
com plete a dum bfounding m ystery. 
The general im pression is th a t she is 
the victim of som e piece of viilainy. 
The m an A lexander, who deserted 
her in B irm ingliam , is no t know n to 
any one in M ount V cniou. 
H er 
friends am ong' tho youug people of 
the village th in k she was drugged, 
aud w hen she cam e to slie w as too 
proud to retu rn hom e disgraced, and 
th a t she followed her betrayer in 
desperation. 
W lieu he abandoned 
her so lioartlessly they th in k she did 
not have courage to live any longer, 
and after destroying everything th.at 
inigiit lead to her identification she 
destroyed iiorself.

F o r sem e tim e the inhabitants liavo 
been disturbed by num erous robber­ 
ies. 
Jo Burger, the cashier of the 
M aryville bank, lias had stolen from 
him five suits ot clothes and a gold 
w atcli. A few nights since a Prof. 
C lark heard some one entering his 
house. B u t he surprised the bur­ 
glars, and succeeded in capturhi 
them . Tho two captured “ siiuealod,” 
and disclosed the tru th th a t they be­ 
longed to an organized liaud of rob­ 
bers and gave the nam es of tlieir 
“ p artn ers,” m any wlio are tlie suns 
of the m ost rc.spccted 
citizens of 
M aryville. The m ain leaders of the 
of the gang seem s to.be M arsh H y- 
den and Jasper M cK iuny. L ast J a n ­ 
uary, H ydeu stole $.500 in cash and 
notes from a m an by the nam e of 
M yers, who was staying all n ig h t nt 
H y d cn ’s fath er’s house. M yers m iss­ 
ed tlio th e m oney tho next m orning, 
but w as made to believe lie had lost 
it on the streets. H ydeu and Mc- 
K iiiiiy were arro stid a t Kno.xvillo, 
tho other day, w nere lie has beoii 
m ost of the tim e since he robbed 
M yers. 
H e acknow ledged to tlie 
theft, and ofiered to coinproniise the 
case by paying back the i-500. In 
M cK iuny’s possession was found sev­ 
era! pocket knives, and other articles, 
th a t wore stolen from a liardivaro 
store a t M aryville. 
H yden is a very 
bad ciiaracter. H is fatlior was form ­ 
erly a m iuister but ba.s “ fallen from 
grace,” and lias doubtless set a bad 
exam ple before Ids son. So bis m ean­ 
ness is not any ways unexpeetod. 
Tiio object in getting the snm ll boys 
of w caltliy parents and m ercliants, 
was to obtain tbrongli them key.s, 
th a t tliey m iglit more readily enter 
tiio liouses.

& Tennessee R iver railroad, about 
sixteen miles below this place, c.ame 
in late this afternoon. 
A t 2:.30 
o’clock, 
i>or.sous 
standing in 
the 
neighborhood of th e postoffice, were 
stiirtled by Uio report of a .shot gun, 
followed im m ediately by the rushing 
out of ,a mail from the building, who 
m ade hi.~ w ay very speedily for a 
wood near by. T hey ran iuto the 
poslofiicoaud foum i Jo h n H . Cager 
lying on the floor, face down, stone 
dead. Tlie w ound having been in­ 
stantaneously falal. A posse w as or­ 
ganized to ebase tb c m urderer, T. M. 
G add, but he has not ’iieen captured. 
Tho cause of tlic tragedy is tho old 
story of vengeance for insulted vir­ 
tue. 
Cagor made im proper overtures 
to G add’s daughter and her father, in 
a rage, upon obtaining iutrffm ation 
to th a t effect, seized a gun and killed 
the would-be seducer upon'siglit.

The question is, will the jieoplo in­ 
terested in property ou and near tiie 
public square put up the money to 
buy the rights of way on the route 
they want, or by failure to do so let 
the depot be situated one-half mile 
from tVie public square ?

A ll of the physicians aud m any of 
the citizens of Liberty went to the 
wreck as soon as information reached 
here, and did all they could for the 
wounded. Pat Donovan, the engi­ 
neer, was burned iii>, as was also the 
fireman named Bruce. The train de- 
spatcher w'as also burned. 
Several of

wounded were 
brought here and taken to the Sani­ 
tarium . AA'. C. Head, o’’ Cleveland, 
Tenn., is among the dead.

Friglilfiii iAIortaliI.v Aineng Coiiyicts. , 
Tlie Evening Clironicle jiriuts the 
following. 
CoAT.nuKa, Ala., 
July 2.—The 
county convicts who work in the 
mines here have been dying off at 
the rate of 40 per cent, a year during 
the past three mouths. A t this rate, 
without recruits to their ranks, they' 
will nearly all be dead in less than 
throe years more. Dysentary' is the 
princiiial cause for this mortality 
rate. Of the 800 convicts who delve 
in the mines aud spend their nights 
in the rough board'barracks about 
twenty have died of dysentéi-y during 
the past three m onths, ándtenof oth­ 
er diseases, bringing total number of 
deaths in three m ouths up to thirty. 
During the fiast week two have died, 
one of them a woman. Dysentery 
killed tliem. Siuce April 1 half of 
tlie convicts have suft'ered from the 
comiilaiut and fifteen per cent, of 
those afflicted died. Dysentery has 
also been epidemic iu the town of 
Coalburg, with a poinilatiou of 1,500 
aud yet only four people have died. 
Dr. Coclir.ane, State health officer, 
has been here, and returned to Bir- 
m iugham last niglit. A long inter­ 
view ivith him wliicu couciudes this 
article is full of interest. He can as­ 
sign no reason for the epidemic, after 
a careful inve.digation of tiie town 
and barracks, but will have the wa­ 
ter of Five Afile Creek analyzed.

Organize Into a State Fcilcrafioii of La- 
. bor. . ' 


BiM fixciii.mr, 
Ala., 
July 4.—A 
m eeting of rei>rosontatives of all tlie 
labor organizations in tlie state was 
held here to-day. A feature of tlic 
occasion was a street parade and a 
picnic at Lakeviow park. The color 
line was drawn. No colored men 
W'ere allow'ed to take part in the pa­ 
rade or picnic. On account of the 
extrem e hot W'eather the number of 
men iu the parade w as much smaller 
than expected. At tlie business meet­ 
ing a coRstltution and by-law's for a 
trades and labor council or state fed­ 
eration or ovgani'/.ed labor were I're- 
pured. A meeting of delegates from 
all the labor organizations in the 
state w ill be held here next Stinday', 
at w'hich time the constitution cif the 
federaUon w ill ho adopted aiid iierm- 
aneut oflicers elected. The ostensible 
pui'xiose of thld?federation is the bet­ 
ter protection of the w'orking of tbe 
state against organized oai>ital, but 
the real purpose is believed to be a 
political one. Leaders of tbe move­ 
m ent malie no secrefof the fact that 
a full state labor ticket w ill be put in 
the field next summer, and that the 
W'orking men hope to control tho 
next legislature. These federations 
are formed for the purpose of keeping 
ail labor organizations together in a 
political move that may be m ade; an 
eight hour movem ent also, aud if the 
labor party can control tho next leg­ 
islature, an eight-hour law w ill be 
passed. Colored men w ill not be ad­ 
mitted to membership in tbe feder­ 
ation.

13 YEARS FOR A SJNliLE ASSAULT. 


The Couvlcl’s Escape and Reniarkable 
Travels—His Capture and His 


Final Fardou.

“ The case 0Í Sam Thomas, the con­ 
vict w hose pardon was granted by 
Gov. Seay' on W ednesday, is a nota­ 
ble sam ple’ of Republican justice,’’ 
said a benevolent citizen to a D is­ 
patch reporter y’esterday. 
“H e was 
tried bcforo a Repuhlicau judge aud 
convicted, to the crime of assault 
w ith intent to.murder aud sentenced 
to thirteen years hard labor for the 
connty. This ease, at the iim e pro- 
volredadverse criticism, but uoactiori 
was taken to relieve the uufortuuate 
convict of the injustice done liini by’ 
the excessive sentence until Gover­ 
nor Seay', on the inspectors reconicu- 
dation, granted him the pardon al­ 
ready recorded. The object of Sam'.s 
attack was a very turbulent charac­ 
ter and a notoriously bad. man. 
He 
was engaged iu a light w ith Sum 
W’heu he received a 
slight knife 
wound w'hicb sent Sam to hard labor 
for the county for thirteen .years. 
During the term of the scntcuca he 
escaped, and ivas gone about nine 
years, durrng w'hieh tim e as a sailor, 
he visited almost every country on 
the globe. 
H is last voy'age w’as from 
Brazile to tlic jiort of Fensaeola. 
where he W’as recognized as an es­ 
caped convict aud recaptured. 


HOW H IS C .lSE W A S UNBAK'THED. 
Sam Tilomas ivas convicted in the 
city' court of Montgomery in N ovem ­ 
ber, 1S72—nearly' seventeen 
years 
ago. H is sentence was originally 
for a term of thirteen yeans, but hb 
escaped, as above stated on August 
•2, is :4, about two years afterwards, 
and was recaptured iu August, 1.SS3. 
nine 
years 
afterwards. 
H e w’as 
then put to hard labor at Flow er’s 
m ill, on the Mobile and ¡Montgomery' 
division of the Louisville and N ash­ 
ville railroad, where he remained up 
to tho'time of his pardon. The dis­ 
covery of this remarkable case is due 
to the cxtr.a precautions of the hoard 
of convict insiiectors, reviewing and 
revisingtlie listo f convicts filed luvay 
in the musty records of the office. 
Mr. Douglas, a chief clerk in the of­ 
fice was'first struck by the date of the 
alleged offence, then tho severity of 
the sentence, and lastly’, the fact 
that the man was still in the custody 
of the law, w’orking as a convict. H e 
quietly' went to work investigating 
tbe ease, and made the ■ rem-arkable 
discovery mentioned above. 
Mr. 
Douglas at once called the attention 
of Governor .Seay to tbe case, who 
informed Mr. Douglas Ihat he would 
look into the matter. 
H e did so but 
in the meantime, an advertism ent 
was placed iu The Disxiatch giving 
notice tliat “application would be 
made to tbe Governor for the pardon 
of Sam Tlionias, convict,’’ etc., as tbe 
law requires. After the law had been 
complied with in this respect, tlic 
governor took the first opiiortunity 
to order a pardon absolute to issue 
to the unfortunate man, wlio -was the 
vietini of an alm ost unparalleled in- 
stiinco of severity' of the law.

There was once a dinner at the Ohio 
club iu Fifth, avenue, aud Generals 
Sherman, Sheridan and Carr were 
there. 
Stories of curiously' wounded 
men were told, aud oue of the narra­ 
tives was General Carr, aud related 
to a soldier iu the second New York 
volunteers, of which Carr was colo­ 
nel at the outset. In a battle a piece 
of an e.xploded shell struck the man 
on the head, and gave to him what 
would ordinarily' have proved a fatal 
wound. H o lay insensible among 
the dead for several hours, nobody 
supposing that he was alive. Those 
who went to him found gripped in

.‘’rom his w ife ., In this she spoke of .a 
lurlough which liad been granted to 
him, aud which he was goiu.g to use 
for a visit to h is lionie, his health be­ 
ing jioor. Bhe wrote affcctionally of 
tlieir wedlock, reminded uim ofauold 
willow tree, under which they' iiad 
done some of their courtship, aud 
told him that on the day of his arri­ 
val, she would m eet him there. In 
the hurry and confusion he was left 
lying w ith the paper still in his grasp. 
.Night fell on the battlefield with tlie 
dead unburlcd and Uie lining busy' 
with detenses of them selves and cares 
of the wounded. 
Iu the morning the 
bodic.s of the slain were hastily buried 
iu a trench. 
It was supposed that 
our soldier was am ong them. B ut 
he was riot. During the night he 
iiad revived and W andered away; 
iiVord was.sent to his homo that he 
was dead, .and this v.’as régatded as. 
beyyond doubt, biit as.a matter of fact 
he wandered off to a disiaritliospital,

Tie a cloth over the 
jar and .Jet them stand three or four 
days to ferm ent, then mash and prese 
them tiirougU a cloth. To every gal­ 
lon of juice add three pounds of 
brown .sugar. 
Return the m ixture to 
the jar and cover closely. .Skiin it 
every morning for more than a week, 
until it clears from the second fer- ^ 
m entation. "WLcn clear pour-it c-ore- 
ftilly from tne sedim ent into a demi­ 
john, cork tightly and set in a cool 
place. 
AVheu two months old w ill 
be ready for use. 
A nother recipe, furnished from our 
scrap book, directs to measure the 
berries aud bruise them, and then to . ., 
every'gallon of tne bruised fruit add 
one quart of boiUug -water. Let the 
m ixture stand 
twenty-four hours, 
stirring occasionally; then strain oft 
the liquor into a cask-, aud to e very 
goiiou add two pounds of good s’ugar. 
Lieave bung out till ferm entation 
ceases, tlieu close tight and leave un­ 
disturbed till October, when it w ill 
be ready'for use.

H is personal strength is all he ha.s 
left on the score of fame. NTapoleou, 
the greatest m ilitary genius of the 
world, perluips, was i)hysically weak. 
The great hattlcs of tlie world Avliicli 
were decisive of empire, or moral or 
political revolution were'gained, not 
by i)rutal force, but by superiority of 
m ind, evinced in sujierior general­ 
ship and in devising .superior offen­ 
sive aud defensive arm s and armor. 
Tlic day has passed, it it ever Avas, 
Avhen pliysical force plays any part 
in the arts or sciences of war or 
peace. All history attests that, “In 
the mind, aud m ind alone, bear Avit- 
ness earth and heaven, sit, j>cir a 
moiif, the graces.” 
The Governors who issued procla­ 
mations to prevent this fight croAvued 
themselves with glory and lionor. 
The police aud detectlA-e 
force to 
Avhom Avas assigued the duty of ex­ 
ecuting these proclamations coA'cred 
them.selA-es with disgrace, if it Avas 
in the chapter of iiossibility to pre­ 
vent it.

Amiistoo H ot Blast. 
The trouble Avhich originated on 
Saturday last betAvera 'AViniam Pel­ 
ham and CaiAtaiu George L. Stiilliugs, 
of the police force, culminated at 1 
o’clock yesterday in the tragic death 
of Pelham. 
Saturday’s affair is Avell rem em ­ 
bered by the reading public. Mr. 
Pelham claimed that he had glA-en 
Caiitaiu Stallings no ju st cause for 
desiring to arrest him, and that his 
treatm ent of him Avas cruel and un­ 
called for. Being courageous to a 
fault, Pelham felt keenly the outrage 
Avhich he declared had been inflicted 
upon him, and, iu vicAV of this fact, 
the trouble of yesterday Avas not al­ 
together unexpected. 
Yesterday at about the close of the 
iioon hour Captain Stallings andCap- 
tain Parsons, both of the police force, 
were standingin front of the Famous 
clothing store at the corner of Tenth 
and Noble strets. Pelham 
came 
across Tentli street, i>assed the offi­ 
cers, and continued out as fat as Shat- 
tuck’s tailoring establishm ent. Ho 
then turned 
and 
stood 
looking 
squarely at Stallings. He remained 
iu tills position a moment, and then 
api-oaching .Stallings, drew his pistol 
from a paper, exclaiming as he did 
so: “NoAvJ’vegot you,” or “ Noav 
I ’m ready for you,” there being a 
difference of opinion as to Iiis exact 
Avords. By tliis time lie Avas AVithin 
a fcAV feet of Stallings and liad the 
pistol pointed directly at the latter’s 
breast Avhen he fired. The hall struck 
Stallings just over the heart, passing 
through his memorandum book and 
striking his suspender buckle. The 
ball then glanced into the flesh, m a­ 
king a slight Avound. I t Avas after- 
Avard found on the ground, Avliere it 
had fallen from the officer’s cloth­ 
ing. 
Parsons, seeing the serious turn af­ 
fairs Avere taking, attem pted to strike 
the pistol from Pelham ’s hand with 
the officer’s stick, Avhich he carried. 
In this tussle Pelham ’s hat Avas 
knocked off, hut he still retained ,the 
pistol. 
St.allings had by this time 
moved some ten feet aAvay and Avas 
standing near the nearest aAvning 
post of 
the 
adjoining 
biisiuoss 
room. This placed a large clothing 
box bctAveln the combatants. Pelham 
again fired, but the ball missed its 
mark aud striking the ground some 
tAveutyfeet away, glanced upAvard, 
struck the balcony of the Tyler H ill 
Land company’s office aud again 
glanced offin the direction ofString- 
felloAV & W hetstone’s office. Pelham 
Avas noAV up clo.sc to the box, AVhicb 
Ava.s almost as tall as himself, only 
lu8 head from his mouth up being 
visible aboA-e It. ,Stalilugs then took 
deliljeraie aim and fired. The hall 
barely grazed the top of the box and 
entered Pelham ’s face ne.ar the nos­ 
tril on the left side. The ball ranged 
upAvard into the brain, aud the un­ 
fortunate man fell dead Avithout a 
striigglo-Stallings approached as if 
to lire a second shot, Avhcu Parsons 
caugiit him and informed him that 
he had lired oftau enough. 
Pelham ’s pistol fell at his side and 
Avas found to be double-barreled af­ 
fair using about a thirty-tAA’o ball. 
Stallings’ Aveapon Av.as a large revol- 
A-er, such as is coTnmonly used by po­ 
lice force. 
A great croAvd soon gathered about 
the scene of the killing. Capt. Stall­ 
ings Vrcs ifikeu to W ilkie’s drug store 
Avhere his avo«u4 'g-aa examined. It 
Avas found to be only slight ;jb4 h« 
immediately departed for his home, 
beiug aecompauied by Deputy Sheriff 
Caldwell, to whom he had surren­ 
dered himself. A short tim e after­ 
ward Stalliugs, accompanied by Mr. 
CaldA\-ell aud Capt. Parsons, left for 
Jaeksoiiville, where Stalliugs Avas 
placed iu the hands of Sheriff Car­ 
penter. 
The body of Pelham Avas removed 
after some little delay to the estab­ 
lishm ent of Campbell & Phillips, 
Avhere It was prepared for burial. 
Later on itw.is conveyed to the resi­ 
dence of his brother, 
Mr 
Thomas 
Pelliam, a few miles from the city. 
Tliere arc, of course, many conflict­ 
ing stories as to the defaii.s of the 
killing, but the above is believed to 
be in tlie maiu :i correct version of 
the iiuforuiuate affair. I t Avas as­ 
serted by some that the strokes from 
Captain Parson’.s stick had knocked 
Pelliam doAvu behind the box, and 
ilj.at Stallings fired as he raised up. 
This, iu-’Wi-A'cr, could not ’oo con­ 
firmed. NelthercüiV.ld the report that 
Pelliam had dodged hehiuf} flip box. 
'The latter Avas sim ply thrown bp^ 
tAA'ceii the combatants by the luovo- 
menfs of Stalliugs, and it isnot prob­ 
able Ui.al, wif.h Pelham ’.SAvell-kuoAvn 
courage, he e\-c^-.tfippght of taking 
refuge behind it, .Sq.ch tin jdeg is not 
in keeping Avitii tlip ree.prd pf iti^e 
man. 
W illiam Pelham Avas 52 years of 
age. He belongs to a family re­ 
nowned for the highest degree of 
courage, as Avas attested on many 
bloody battle-fields during the Avar 
betAveeii the states. He Avns a mem­ 
ber of the .58d Alabftina and held the 
position of first lieutenant in the com­ 
pany commanded by Captain Charies 
Pelham, his brother. Another broth­ 
er Avas the reuoAvned Major Pelham, 
of the Cbflfederate artillery, Avhose 
deeds of daring Avon for him the seb- 
riqnet of “ the gallant Pelbapí.” The 
South had perhaps uo braA-er defom- 
dertlian W illiam Pelham . 
Through his marriage Nlr. Pelham 
was connected Avilh some of the first

We print elsoAvliere a letter from 
Cojonel John P. Fort on the subiect 
of cotton bagging-aud-j uto bagging. .. 
Some time ago Colonel Fort, Avho 
raises a . good deal of. cotton, A vas 
askcd'by liis brother farmers to pur- 
cliii.se cotton bagging for his crop m- 
Bteadofjute bagging. Colonel h’ort 
refused, and in setting forth the rea­ 
sons that prorfipted his refusal, he 
presents some very interesting fig­ 
ures. 
The trouble Avith his fipires, hoAv- 
ever. Is that they apply óíily, to the 
.situation as it exists today.- Colonel 
Fort says th at jute bagging can be 
bought .at about the price that is 
charged ' for cotton bagging. 
This 
fact, hoAvever, is due Avholy to the 
firm staud taken by. the southern 
cotton planters. If there -was no or­ 
ganization of the farmers, as against 
the organization of the jute trust, the 
latter could put jute bagging up to 
fifteen or tAventy cents a pouud, and 
the farm er Avould have no remedy.- 
H e Avould be compelled to pay the 
price fixed by the trust—a price that 
bears no relation Avhatever to the laAV 
of sii'AXily and demand, but that de­ 
pends altogether ou the. gteed of the 
members of thejute trust. 
If all the farmers of the southwere 
to refuse to buy cotton bagging for 
tlie reason th at Colonel Fort gÍA-ea, 
they Avould very quickly find that 
such figures are delusive. W ith uo 
competition and no organization on 
the p.art of the farmers, the trust 
AA’ould be able to rob them right and 
loft. 
Moreover, there is a principle in­ 
volved—a principle as Altai as that 
of liberty itself. The jute trust is as 
burdensome and as unjust as any 
form of tyrany that c.au be invented, 
and the people who are AA'illing to 
subm it to it have little of the spirit 
that promi>ted the American colo­ 
nists to refuse ro pay the unjust taxes 
imposed on them by Great Britain. 
I t is A'ery certain that the Avar that 
followed cost the American people a 
great deal more than the taxes would 
h.ave cost them , but a great iirinci- 
plc Avas A'indicated. There is a prin­ 
ciple a t stake in the opposition of the 
farmers to the bagging trust, and its 
A'iudicatiou may cost them something 
but the money will be Avell spent.— 
A tlanta Constitution.

OF MIS. 0 . B. BOBTHIT. 
Bouthit. of .TaeksouvUle, 
oldest and most prominent 
citizens of Calhoun county, died at 
his home Monday morning, of can­ 
cer, and was buried Tuesday by the 
Masonic fraternity, of which he .was 
a member. 
Mr. Douthit Was born May 20th, 
1810, in Pickens District, S. C. He 
moved to Alabama in 1833 and set­ 
tled in this (then Benton) county in 
1835. One year after his settlement 
in-this county he was elected Justice 
of the Peace in Peeks H ill beat and 
from that tim e forward he held some 
ofticial position, almost without in­ 
termission, until the day of his death 
He was a very fiopular m an and the 
people delighted to honor him. Af­ 
ter his election as Justice of the 
Peace he held that position until he 
was elected Tax Collector of the 
county. This oflioc he held until he 
was elected Circuit Clerk in the year 
1852, he resigning the olhce of tax 
collector to accept th at of circuit 
clerk. H e held the position of cir­ 
cuit clerk uninterruptedly until he 
was removed by the Bepublican par­ 
ty during the reconstruction period. 
A t this period the party iealtj' and 
manhood of Mr. Douthit had a se­ 
vere test. H e could easily have re­ 
tained his position by pandering to 
the dom inant party, as some of the 
office-holders of that tim e d id ; but 
he scorned to do this, and even suf­ 
fered incarceration 
in the county 
jail, by m ilitary order, because he 
clung to his principles and refused to 
bow to the demand of the m ilitary 
government to put negroes on the 
jury. W hen the reconstruction pe­ 
riod was over and the affairs of State 
and county again passed into the 
hands of the Southern white people, 
he was elected to fill his old place as 
circuit clerk. A t the expiration of 
this last term of six years he retired 
voluntarily to private life, saying he 
was too old for the cares of office. In 
the quietude of his home, in the bo­ 
som of his family, ho pa.ssed for 
some years the most restful and per­ 
haps the happiest hours of his life; 
but he was not iierm itted to remain 
out'of the qmblic service. AVith the 
advent of a National Democratic Ad­ 
m inistration, he was appointed post­ 
master at Jacksonville, a position 
which he filled'Ávith the same fideli­ 
ty to the public as he had other pub­ 
lic positions, until disease laid him 
low and left the office in the care of 
his devoted daughters. 
Few if any men have lived in the 
county so long and so conspicuously 
before the public aud have been so 
free from adverse criticism. Usually 
the office-holder is the target for the 
envious and hypercritical, 
but so 
blameless was his private life, so 
faithful was his public service, so 
honestly single were his purposes 
that he escaped the shafts of cui'y 
and malice altogether, living hon­ 
ored and respected to the day of 
liis death and leaving the world fol 
lowed by the prayers and tears of 
community which all loved hiru 
from the sm allest child to the oldest 
AVhat a sermon is such a life!

W e mean “roastiug-car’’ corn for 
family use. In some localities it is 
put up on a large scale, in cans, to 
go upon the general m arket, but 
farm ers seldom tlinik of canning 
corn-for use in tlio homo family, aiicl 
It is not at all probable that they 
could make it pay if they xvere lo 
think of it, on account of the process 
being a somewhat complicated one; 
but there is a more simple xx-ay of 
putting up green corn, and one en­ 
tirely xvithm the ea.sy reach of cx'cry 
person xvlio oxvns a “roastiiig-ear’’ 
patch. I t IS not an iux'cntiou of our 
oxvu—xve got liold of it some years 
ago in a nortlieru State, xvhurc it xvas 
being cxtensix-ely practiced by tlie 
farrn people. Ex-ery season 
since 
that time xx-e have made liberal use 
of it, xvith first-class success, and to 
our entire satisfaction. 
For putting up corn on the simple 
plan ju st referred to, the ears are 
gathered xvheu in the best roasting- 
ear condition, and the grains shax-cd 
from the cob with a sharp knife. It 
is best to cut off the grains as nearly 
entire as possible; th at is, uotxvhit- 
tle them up fine. 
Common stone 
jars are suitable for keeifing the corn 
in. 
A jar holding several gallons 
xx-ould be better than smaller ones, 
provided it xx-as dcsirahlo to put iqi 
that much corn. A t almost any store 
selling snulls a person can buy large 
snufi jars at x-cry low figures—these 
answer the purpose x-ery xx-cll. They 
are of the proper shape, and they 
hax'e .small, m ouths, xvhich are easily 
covered. A t first thought it m ight 
be feared that they xvould im part a 
tobacco flavor to the corn, but not so 
if thoroughly scalded out before be­ 
ing brought into use. And now for 
the process: 
Spread over the bottom of tlic ja r a 
layer of corirto the depth of about 
one inch. Next, spread on common 
salt enough to thinly cover the corn. 
Folloxv this xvith another thin layer 
of salt, and so on nuUI the ja r is 
filled. Lastly, put a xveight on the 
corn to hold it doxx-n under the brine 
that xvill form, and ymir xvork is 
done. Set axvay in some reasonably 
cool place about tlie house, and it 
will keep to perfection till green corn 
becomes the order of.the day for the 
next season. W hen you xvish a moss 
of green corn for dinner, at any 
time, you will hax-e to simply re­ 
move the xveight, take out as niuoh 
as you desire to use, ami then re­ 
place the xveight. 
■ B ut there is yet another iudispcu- 
sible secret connected xvith this pro­ 
cess. As taken from the jar tlie corn 
is too salt for any culinary purpose. 
If you put it in cold water and at­ 
tempt to .soak the .salt out, as you 
would a mackerel fish, you ruin it, 
for the m ilk xvill come out xvith tlie 
Sait, leaving x-ou only a mess of bran, 
so to speak. Bui liere is liow you 
m ust manage it; Have a ve.sscl of 
boiling xvater ready, and into this 
drop the corn xvheu taken from tlie 
jar. The hot xvater prom ptly eoeks 
the milk and fastens it. in ex-ery 
grain, afler xvhich you may soak Ifc 
as Joug as you like to get out the salt, 
lisiiig as many different xvater.s .(cold) 
as you 
m ay consider iiecessaiy. 
W liea freshened to your satisfaction, 
cook exactly as you xvould liax-e 
clouc had tlie corn been cut from tl'ic 
cob only five m inutes before. And 
at the eating you xvili (ind the corn 
just as good as if frcsli 
from the 
roasting-ear patcli. It is decidciliy a 
nice thing in xvintcr when vegetables 
are scarce, let u* tell you, and it costs 
comparatix-ely little, 
Tliore is no 
kind of danger of failure tí the fore­ 
going directions are closely I'oiioxi'cd. 
15ut you m ust never forget that every 
thing depends ui>ou iiluiigiiig tlie 
corn into xvater as hot as yon can 
make it,^ before attem pting to soak 
out the salt. 
If this thi 
: is new to you, und xve 
fiud it quite generally so in ilic 
south, you xvill bless the Disiiatcli 
after you itdi-e tried it, and never 
hesitate to say you got far more x-al- 
uc out of this one arttcle than tlio 
cost of a year’s subscription.

COMJIiSSIOXEll KOLB’S CIIEEBIiXG 
CROP REPORi’S FOR JULY. 


He Never Saw a Finer l’ro.spect;--IIpw 
to be Sure of a Good stand 
ofTuriiips. 


MoJiTaojiEBY, Ala.’, Ju iy 10.—The 
Stiite average for the corn crop is re­ 
ported by our 400 correspondents, as 
90 per cent, of a lull crop. Since the 
reports: were sent in, copious rains 
have i’alien in nf' irly eyery.courity:of 
the state, thereby insuring the m ak­ 
ing of 1:116 
early crop of corn in 
the m iddle 'and southern cbunties, 
aiid vastly im provthg the later crop. 
From personal observations' in m y 
travels bvei- the State, Í am prepared 
to say th at I never saw better corn: 
crops. 
The cottou eropsonthe sandy lands 
looks 
promising, ' while the stiff 
clayey lauds are sm all and backward. 
Caterpillars are reported in several 
counties of the St.ate.. The farmqrs 
should make all needful preparation 
to destroy this, the greatest enemy of 
the cotton crop, osnecialljt in -the 
black belt. Paris Green or London 
Purple, apxfiied in time, will destroy 
the worm, and give the ifiant, an op­ 
portunity to develop its fruit. The 
m ost successful w ay to apply poison 
is in a dry state—apply at night, or 
very early in thC mornings wliile the, 
l>lant is damp w ith ' dew. A united 
effort on the part of the farhiers would 
.'cutually exterm inate this pesL 
The sweet potato crop is very back­ 
ward. The continued dry weather of 
Aprii, M.ay and June prevented the, 
tubers from sprouting, and conse­ 
quently delayed transplarting. This 
iini)ortaut crop should not be neglect­ 
ed, but every efibrt made to secure a 
full setting—as fine, smooth tubers 
are often made Avlien the vines are 
planted as late as August 1. 
The cheering news comes to hand 
that farm stock is in extra good con­ 
dition, and tliat more attention is be­ 
ing paid to the raising of stock of all 
kinds. 
D uring the m onths of July and 
August ruta baga turnips should be 
seeded, and in September the fiat 
Dutch, globe, etc., should be planted. 
The turnip delights iu a rich, loamy 
soil, and no crop yield abetter return 
for the am ount of tim e and money 
ex]>euded. The land should be thor­ 
oughly prepared and well fertilized. 
One of our correspondents, Mr. J. M. 
Jam es, says: 
“I w ant to lot the iarm ers know 
through the medium of your bulletin, 
how to be sure of a stand of turnips. 
Prepare the soil well by plowing three 
or four times, t'aen open rows w ith a 
shovel plow deep, three feet apart, 
and then apply in the drill well rot­ 
ted compost at the rate 
of 2,0C0 
pounds per aero. Bed as for cotton, 
and plant as you would cotton seed, 
covering lightly w ith a harrow or 
board. Do this when a season is iu 
the ground, and be sure to roll the 
top ‘of the bed, and if you haven’t a 
roller, pack the soil over the seed 
with a hoc or some other tool, as this 
is the secret of a stand.” 
I have followed the plan laid down 
by Mr. Jam es, and always succeeded 
iu getting a good stand. The hot sun 
in Julv and August is rmry destruc­ 
tive to young and tender plants, and 
unless every precaution is observed, 
it is next to impossible to get and re­ 
tain a stand of turnips. 
No doubt m any of yon are troubled 
w ith ants iu your .sweet potato beds, 
and also nudor yonr Irish potato 
vinos. Mr. AA’. AV. Perdue, recom­ 
mends the following simple iirovcu- 
tative; “ After the potatoes are put 
in the bed, and the manure put 
on top, sift nnslacked lime on the 
top of the m anure until it is white, 
then cover w ith earth. I t not only 
kills the ants, b u t it really improves 
tire flavor of the Irish potato. This 
remedy m ay also keep the ants from 
b u r sweet totato hills and houses. In 
the spring, I have had them so bad in 
the hills th at it was next to impossi­ 
ble to assort the potatoes.”

I t will be remembered that' tbore 
was a sm all bruise on AIcDow’s head 
tho day tliat he killed Captain Daw- 
sou. T hat bruise has been explained. 
The m orning of the killing, while at­ 
tending the sick cliild of a lady, he is 
said to have made improper propo­ 
sals to her. She, so the story goes, 
secured her absent husband’s pistol 
aod was about to make sliort work of 
him.

The next stex> wa.s the calling of a 
mass-meeting, wliich was held AVed- 
nesday night iu the largest hall in 
town. Over 400 iiulignant men and 
women were x'ro.seut. 
Tliey invited 
the m inister to attend, but it is said 
that he went over to tlie Illinois side, 
fearing personal injury. Resolutions 
were adopted expressing indignation 
at the statem ent made from the piil- 
jrit. and asserting confidence in tiie 
character of the young w'omeu of tlie 
place. 
The meeting demanded of 
the trustees of tho churcli tho imme­ 
diate discharge 
of Drew and all 
Presbyterian cliurciics 
are warned 
not to have anything to do with him.

This is xierli.aps 
the ciienjiest requisite in fine butter- 
making, blit m ust be strictly adhered 
to, for with pure cream and skilled 
labor, and unclean, sour, or dirty 
utensils for making butter iu, of hol­ 
ding cream, the other good eft’eots 
must suffer m aterially in the final 
results. How easily these 
foreign 
flavors are detected 
expert butter 
buyers, none know better than sellers 
of dairy products who ha\'c to con­ 
tend with the many complaints and 
rebuils buyers offer. Alauy tliousands 
of doliars could have been saved the 
dairymen and tho creamery men liad 
more cleanliness and care been exer­ 
cised, one or two, yes three, four, and 
live cents, off on a pound ofliutler on 
a line, as has been the case, amounts 
to a great many dollars, arid in the 
aggregate amounts to thousands, a 
great i.prt of which eould be saved; 
iu fact would have iieen clear gain 
had some of these apparently minor 
effects been watched closely and a- 
voidcd. 
Ail of which applies to the 
farm, pro.i '.etioii of butter on a small 
scale with as much force as it does to 
regular dairies aud creameries.

Aliibiiniu’s hainrtil Itrnlgc. 


High up in the crest of the m oun­ 
tains on the Birniinghaiii, Sheffield 
& Tcnnesse railroad there is to be 
found one of nature’s wonders. It 
IS IV natural, bridge, as complete, as 
perlect, as symm etrical, and in some 
respects more remarkable than the 
great natural bridge of Virginia. The 
bridge lies between the station of 
Lynn nud Deimar. 
It is about iifty-eight miles from 
Sheffield and twenty-nine from Jas­ 
per. Its length from abutm ent to 
abutm ent is 178 feet. Its width is 
twenty-live feet, and the thickness 
ranges from four to six feet. It is 
of pure sandstone and-has no doubt 
stood the climate changes of ages. 
Leaning over the bridge you see in 
the ravine which it spans, some six- 
ty-flvc feet below, the shimmer and 
sparkle of m any springs of clear lim ­ 
ped water -which bubble from the 
sandstone soil and Joining How down 
the ravine. A singular feature is a 
subdivision or smaller bridge, con­ 
structed of the same pattern, perhaps 
even more perfect in its outlines 
which leads from one side of the 
bridge proper.—^North Alabamian.

Fitzpatfick state.s tliat the meeting 
yesterday at .Tackson bot-ween him­ 
self aud Governor Low-ry w-as of a 
cordial cliaracler, he being received 
in the most- pleasant manner, and 
w-itU the kindest consideration. Tlie 
governor expressed himself as deter­ 
mined to bring all tlic ofiendors to 
justice sooner or l.atcr, aud lie cou- 
gratnlated Fitzpatrick on the good 
course and discretion displayed by 
him in thus surrendering into the 
hands of the authorities of an offend­ 
ed State. 
Fitzpatrick says tliere is no doubt 
as to Governor Low-ry’s earnestness 
in tlie m atter, and be tliiuks the 
wiser and safer plan for all concerned 
would be to follow his example and 
surrender to the authorities of Mis­ 
sissippi and thereby avoid all future 
annoyance and complications which 
are apt to arise from the issuance of 
requisition papers, etc. 


A faint reception of the extent to 
which the forests of the country are 
being cut away may be gathered from 
the statement that a .syndicate of 
Uiinbei-men have pureliascd 
tract 
of virginal forest ten miles wide and 
sixty miies long in Herkim er and 
adjacent counties in New York. It 
is estimated that it will yield of 
white pine and spruce at least 1,.5U0,- 
000,000 feet, besides immense quanti­ 
ties of henitoek and hard wood.

“ I'be Congress of the Throe Ainer- 
oas," which will meet liei-e in theau- 
tnnin, is attracting a good dea! oí at-, 
tention in England and on the con­ 
tinent. Tlie .State Dejiartincnt, in a 
laudable desire to give tlie m atter the 
-widest pi-omiuence, sent its circular 
explaining the ¡lurposes of the meet­ 
ing far aud wide. These cireulars 
state in substance that "it is proposed 
by a congress ol representatives of 
all the Amencim govermoiits to im­ 
prove commerciui relations between 
cno difierent countries, to est-ablish a 
system of arbitration m international 
disputes, and to adojit a uuiforui mon­ 
etary system. These are leading sub­ 
jects of the convention, aud will also 
doubtless be those that w ill develop 
the greatest am ount of discussion.” 
But, however, some ol tlie Europe­ 
an govormeuts, notably I'l-ance, see 
111 this meeting a scheme by whicli 
the United States will greatly in­ 
crease its aseeiidoucy in Mexican 
Central and South Ainericau affairs. 
TJiey discover tins in the words “ lo 
establisli a system of arbitration in 
m tcruatioual disputes.” If the Uni­ 
ted States, cai-rying out in practice 
the Jtoiiroo Doctrine, wluch is now 
only a theory, could nnuertake to 
guarantee to all the countries lying 
to the soutliward on the A'aiericuu 
Continent protection against foreign 
attacks, aud decided to hold them 
all to an equitable mid just system 
of ai-biti-atiou, using its powerful ib- 
lluence to m aintain a strong and sta­ 
ble goverment in each of tiiem tlien 
indeed tliere would be something of 
importanee accomplished. 
Tiiough 
it may be possible to adopt a general 
system of arbitration, we cannot go 
much further in this stage of com­ 
mercial rivalry aud international ag­ 
gressiveness. 
From what we can ascertain it ap­ 
pears that the contractors, trial of the 
gunboat Petral, which took place in 
Baltimore Thursday, was a success, 
the horse-power indicated and the 
speed both being in excess of that 
called for by the contract. One of 
the most remarkable things connec­ 
ted with tliese trials of the new war 
ships is the superb manner in which 
they invariably perform for the ben­ 
efit of the contractors, and yet when 
the official trial board from the Navy 
Department gets aboard there is al­ 
ways something wrong. The Vesu­ 
vius, Yorktowu, 
Charleston, aud 
others could perform miracles before 
the trial, but on the fatal day when 
the officers appear on belialf of the 
Government to carefully note these 
performances they somehow or other 
never perform. xAu air-pump is out 
of order, a cylinder twisted, a jour­ 
nal becomes heated or a slide disar­ 
ranged. These always occur on tri­ 
al trips, and as a result all ol the ships 
are much beliiudhand in their work. 
Tiicso trial trips arc the worry of tlie 
contractor’s life, aud if the Petrel 
succeeds in bre.akiug the record by 
complying ivitli all the terms of the 
contract at the first trial it will make 
an era in sliipbuilding v.-liicli will be 
as wonderful as it is surprising. 
Among the recent publication is­ 
sued by the Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture is a sixteen-page - pamphlet, 
Farm ers’Bulletin No. 1, em anating 
from the office of Experim ent sta­ 
tions of this Department, which tells 
what Uie experiiiient stations are, 
what they do, and how they do it. 
From this hiilletin it is learned that 
in the magnitude of this 
scientific 
work, undertaken for the benefit of 
the farmers, the United .States far 
outstriiis any other nation in the 
world, and tliat althougli this scien­ 
tific work was begun in this eountry 
only foui-ieen yeans ago, many of 
the stations have already saved to the 
farmers more than tlie entire cost 
of their maintenance by the results 
of their investigations in a single 
line of work. A very large editiou 
of this buUotiii has been issued in an­ 
ticipation of a widespread demand 
for valuable information tlius com­ 
pressed into a few pages. 
The scenes about tiie hotels arc a 
rather reliable criterion of the Pres­ 
ident’s movements* IVlicu the eliiof 
executive loaves tlic city for a few 
days the hotel lobbies clear as if by 
magic.

J . B. NVIiitíield is an employe of 
the Rome and Decatur railroad. 
H e was bitten by a m ad dog at Mt. 
Hope just two miles below Coosia- 
ville yesterday m orniugat 10 o’clock, 
aud boarded the noon train for Rome, 
wiicre he e.aviie in search of am ad 
stone. 
He inquired of all the physicians 
for one, but not one could be found. 
After a fruitless search, he left for 
Gadsden on tlie noon train, where he 
was told that one could he obtaiued 
from Dr. Ewing. 
A Tribune reporter m et the suffer­ 
ing man at the drug store of T. IM. 
Holmes & Co., about noon and glean­ 
ed the following story: 
On yesterday m orning Mr. W hit­ 
field was at work on the Rome and 
Decatur. Several negroes were also 
in the squad. They were bu.sy at 
work, when all at once a spotted 
hound trotted up right in their midst 
snapping ai every iittie object in his 
way. 
The negroes staiiipeUed, but W hit- 


tieid struck at him with a pick, 
knocking liim coiTipletoly down ; but 
he sprang up immediately and made 
another lunge at the man. He was 
again landed to the groutid by auotli- 
er severe blow with a pick, but got 
up again,- and this time he seized 
W hitfield liy the call ot the leg and 
ills teeth pouetrateci the skin, making 
quite a severe and painful wound. 
Wliitfield readily perceived tliat it 
was a lile and death case, and made 
another desperate effort to kill him. 
In the scuttle W hitfield stumbled 
over the dog, or he would never have 
given him a chance to bite him. 
By a desperate effort he managed 
to free himself and a third tim e he 
landed the furious anim al on the 
ground. He kept dealing blows but 
ho kept rising and he never gave up 
until eleven severe blows had been 
given him over the head. The nc' 
groes who ran away wouldn’t dare to 
come to his rescue and W hitheld 
alone was left to fight tlie battle. 
W nen he hud been killed he was 
examined very closely and lus tongue 
was found to be considerably swollen. 
H is eyes were a greenish hue and he 
was frothing at the m outh consider­ 
ably. He had ju st been shot in one 
of his hips and it is very evident that 
ho had attacked some one else. 
'The poor man was suflering no lit­ 
tle j-esturday and his face wore a 
gh astly expression that was unpleas­ 
ant to gaze iiDon. 
His leg was considerably swollen 
and seemed to pain liim no iittie. 
He left for Gadsden on the after­ 
noon train where he will ajiply a mad 
stone. H e will confine him self very 
closely while under medical treat­ 
ment, and will not dare to stir around 
until the nine days have expired.

TIVO POUNDS OF IVOOD. 


The 
Extniordiiiary Contents of Mrs. 
illnrphj-’s Stoiiinch. 
Birmingham Age-Hcrald. 
A case which is likely to attract 
the profound attention of the m edi­ 
cal m inds of the State has been de­ 
veloped in Birmingham. 
On Wedue-sday afternoon Mrs. .1. 
Murphy, the wife of a laborer, died, 
after a sliort illness, with some dis­ 
ease of the stomach, the nature of 
which physicians were unable to de­ 
termine. After her death Dr. Steves, 
who liad been her attending physi­ 
cian for two weeks prior to her 
death, obtaiued the consent of the 
dead woman’s husband to make an 
autopsy, to ascertain the disease 
from the effects of which she died. 
He accordingly opened the stomach 
and found most surprising condi­ 
tions. 
On each side there was a 
mass of fibrous m atter, and on the 
right, side a large rag was wrapped 
up in the fibrous material. 
Dr. Steves removed the entire sto­ 
mach from the body and w ith the 
m aterial found in it carried it all to 
the drug store ot NIessrs. Patton & 
McGloughan on Avenue D, aud 20tb 
street, where a close 
examination 
was made aud it was ascertained that 
the fibers were of wood. The mass 
as taken from the stomach was then 
weighed and tipped the beam at ex­ 
actly two pounds. Then the ques­ 
tion arose, bow did so much wood 
get into the woman’s stomach, and 
how long it has been there before 
death ensued? 
Mrs. Nlurphy, two weeks before 
her demise, summoned D r. Steves 
and complained of the most excruci­ 
ating pain ill her stomach. She said 
she had been siiflbring those pains 
for years aud she xyas at a loss to 
know w hat they were attributable 
to. She mentioucd incidentally that 
she had been a great snuff dipper for 
many years. 
Dr. Steves mack- an' examination 
but could discover no symptoms of 
disease and told her so. H e adm in­ 
istered some medicine thinking it 
would give relief, but it did not have 
the desired result. The woman soon 
began to get worse and about a week 
ago began to sink. Dr. Steves called 
in Dr. Davis, and the two had a con­ 
sultation and made another full ex­ 
amination, but could not discover 
the nature of her ti-ouble. An oper­ 
ation was .discussed, but the lady 
was so weak that the chances were 
that she would die under the knife 
and this iiad to be dropped. 
The 
physicians did all thejf could for iier 
but to no avail, and W ednesday af­ 
ternoon about 2:30 o’clock she died. 
The only reasonable theory that 
can account for the two jiounds of 
wood in her stomacVi is, th at at vari­ 
ous times Mrs. Murphy had swal­ 
lowed 
small ifieees of her 
snuff 
brushes and that the mass was the 
aecuiniilatioD of years. The presence 
of the rag am idst the wood cannot be 
accounted for. I t w^as tivo or three 
feet long and closely imbedded in 
the wood. 
The stomach with the 
wood is new at the drug store and 
has been shown to scores of people 
who went there to look at the curi­ 
osity. 
Several piiysiciaus who have for 
years boeu actively engaged in the 
practice of their profession, were ask­ 
ed last night if they had ever seen or 
read of such a thing, and to all of 
them it was new. No such case in 
their knowledge had ever occurred 
in the history* of the profession in 
America. 
Tlie lady was forty years old and 
resided wif.li her husband on 23rd 
street, between Avenues E and F.

No p an or liie uody was 
missing. 'Warm blood was flowing 
from the wounds when the body was 
discovered. 
The policeman 
w*ho 
With the watchman at the adjacent 
warehouse, m ust have been within 
a few yards of the spot where the 
m urder took place when it was com­ 
mitted, heard no noise. Policemen 
have been placed at fixed points in 
tlie AVhitochapel district since the 
murders of this, character began 
there, and since the m urder preced­ 
ing tliat of last night, othcors have 
been stationed a t a jioiut within a 
hundred yards ot the scene of the lat­ 
est tragedy. 
A n old clay pijio 
smeared with blood was found along­ 
side of the body. I t rs • supposed by 
the police that this will iui'uish a 
clue to tlie murderer, although it 
may have belonged to the victim. 
Several arrests of suspected persons 
have been made, but they were dis­ 
charged from custody, there being 
no proof of which to hold them. 
I t is stated that a letter was re­ 
ceived by the police officials before 
last night’s m urder iu the W hite­ 
chapel signed "Jack the Ripper,” in 
wbic'a the writer said that lie was 
“'About to resumeW ork.”

Sax F racisco; Cab, July 14.—The 
singular infatuation of a lad of seven­ 
teen for a woman of forty has just 
come to light here. The iiarties are

A few weeks 
ago Mrs. A'enznela was arrested in 
Sacramento on com plaint of young 
Albrigo’.s parents, who tried to have 
her indicted for breaxlngthe seventh 
commandment.

HIS SECBET SAFE. 
CONDITION OF CROPS. 


Dc-ati: of llic Only Man Win) Uonh.; 
Make Alluminnni From Clay. 
A Findlay, O., special says: 
The manager of the American alu­ 
minum company, Fred J. Seymore, 
died in this city last Fridry', and the 
secret of making alum inum died with 
him. He was the inventor of proc­ 
esses by which this valuable metal 
.could be x^rofitabiy e.xtraececi from 
common clay, and had put his inven­ 
tions into iiractical use. 
About four 
years ago, as the result of years of ex­ 
periments, F. J. Seymore, then a cit­ 
izen of Detroit, secured patents cov­ 
ering processes for the m anufacture 
of alum inum . H e bud little diflicul- 
ty in inducing capital to take hold of 
the enterprise, aud the American al­ 
um inum comiiany was organized 
with Gen. Bussell A. Alger, as presi­ 
dent and Senator Palii>er of M ichi­ 
gan os viec-prcsideut. The discovery 
of natural gas in this city caused the 
location of the labpratones liere. E x­ 
pensive resorts and valuable m achin­ 
ery were constructed, and the m anu­ 
facture was begun on a largo scale, 
aud i»roved so successful that large 
quantities of the metal were idaced 
upon the m arket at a large profit on 
the investment. 
The jiroeess, although iiatcnted in 
nearly all of its iioints, lias been kept 
a religious secret, and no one has ev­ 
er been perm itted to X’s^etratc the 
mysteries surrounding it. A I5-Ioot 
picket fence surrounds the buildings, 
with its gates doubly iiadlocked. 
From the rem arks made by the chem­ 
ists and other emx'loyes at different 
times it is gathered that the clay, af­ 
ter being ground in ’.vater and treated 
witli various chemicals; is treated to 
a heat of 1-500 degrees in large retorts, 
uulil it has becomethorougiily fused. 
AVbeii it has reached the crowning 
tcmiierature the precious m etái is 
separated from the mass by the the 
addition of a certain chemical in spe­ 
cific quantities, but the name and na­ 
ture of this chemical is not disclosed 
in the letters pateut, nor has any one 
employed about the works ever dis­ 
covered it. It is tiie secret th at has 
gone down in the grave w ith F. J. 
Seymore. I t has been his invariable 
custom to aw ait the critical moment 
when the fluid mass had reached the 
right stage, and then all the employes 
were excluded from the room, the 
doors locked and all alone he went 
through the mysterious xirocoss of 
the laboratory, adding a chemical 
that no one knows the.nam e of, has 
never seen., and , in (xúantitiés that 
caimot even be guessed at. H is death 
came .as the result of a paralytic 
stroke, from which he never recov­ 
ered consciousness, so that on his 
death bed ho had no nx‘i>ortuiiity of 
revealing the all-inix)0rtaut secret. 
The stockholders of the company are 
im detennined w hat to do under the 
iieculiar circumstances to which they 
arc x>laced, hut w ill prob.ably give 
some of their chemists full scope to 
endeaver to rediscover the lost secret.

L kdanox, July -18.—The grading 
hands on the N ashville and K nox­ 
ville railroad discovered an extensive 
Indian-burying ground" this' week.

T.ast week the R u p u b lica x noted 
the fact that the Court of County 
Commissioners had failed to levy the 
tax of ten cents on tlio $100 wortli of 
property in the A nniston City Court 
District and th at the court would, 
therefore, be w ithout means to run 
it, and that tlie County Treasurer 
would not, under his construction of 
the Imy, pay any more money to­ 
ward its support from the general 
county fund. In rejily to that arti­ 
cle Judge .Tobnson writes as follows: 
ANNII3T0X, A i.a., July 18, ’.SO. 
Mr. E ditor:—In your issue of last 
week appears an article ■which per­ 
haps demands an expliuiatiou from 
me. The one to wliich I refer is in 
reference to the special tax for the 
“ City Court of A nniston.” In that 
issue of your paper is the County 
Treasurer’s roi>ort, showing in ids 
account with tlie “ City Court of An­ 
niston” a balance duo the county of 
$330. H e fails to give this court 
credit for $118.75, fines paid him from 
this court, which appears in liis Fine 
and 
Forfeiture 
account. 
This 
am ount should be credited and will 
leave the balance $210.3(i instead of 
as stated. To jiay this the Clerk has 
in hand to bo paid over on his next 
settlem ent witli the Treasurer some 
$7.5 00, and wc have in iirocess of col­ 
lection fine:s nniountiug to some 
$100 or $500, ivliieh will fully reirri- 
biirse tlie county for w hat it has paid 
on account of this court so far, that 
is unless this am ount goes the same 
way as the $118.75 above mentioned. 
The friends of the City Court hope 
to m ake it self-sustaining, and it was 
provided in üection 20 of the Act es­ 
tablishing this court that the special 
tax referred to 
therein m iglit be 
levied “ for the purpose of ‘reim­ 
bursing’ said county for the ex­ 
penses of said City Court provided 
for in this Act,” so th at if. this hope 
was not realized then the territory 
beuefittcd by it should jiay its ex­ 
penses. 
I received a message from one of 
the cominissiouers as to the necessi­ 
ty for the levy of this tax now, and 
I advised by telegram th at it be 
postpioued. .So far there has notliing 
been paid liy 
the county which 
makes it necessary to levy this tax 
for reimbursement. 
W lien the ne­ 
cessity exists it will be ample time 
to make the levy, and if as you say 
“The County Treasurer will paj'no 
further claims of tlic court until 
there is money in the treasury to 
meet them ,” I presume the necessi­ 
ty w ill never exist if “ by money is 
the treasury to meet them ,” you 
mean money derived from this spe­ 
cial tax. The court cannot levy it 
excexit to reimburse; if there is no­ 
thing to reimburse, tlieu no loga! 
levy of it can be made.

Tlie foregoing,was the starllhig uu- 
nouiicomeut of a short heavy-set ne­ 
gro wlio strode into the Glohe-Deni- 
ocrat editorial rooms last night. The 
colored geutlemap took oil’ his coat, 
mopped his brow with a bandauu, 
and dropiied into a chair. H e then 
raised his only remaining upper gar­ 
ment and proceeded to roll about his 
abdomen, which consisted of a great 
soft bulb, in a most ludicrous man­ 
ner. Suddenly the workings of the 
muscles ceased, and wlien the city 
editor and the reporters put their 
h-ands on the negro where formerly 
there had only been a soft bulb there 
was now a hard, resistant, bony 
cage.

If both hearts are stopped, no pulsa­ 
tion can be detected over the heart, 
a t the wrist, temples nor niiywliere 
else in the body. 
Ti.e left ii.eart is the larger, being 
as big as a cocoanut, vhich ;s a large 
lieart for this sized m an .,T h e right 
heart is smaller, about as big as a 
goose pgg. AVlien one heart is down 
ill tlie liauk, and t|¡o qtljer in its na­ 
tural place, the two orgiius are sepa­ 
rated ahoiit fourteen inches. As they 
are ordinarily in the ciiest, tliey are 
about two or tliree Inches apart.

I t is claimed th at one pound or 
linseed meal is equal to ten pounds of 
hay, and being a cooked food it is 
easily digested and safe to use, .as 
w'ell as cheap. 
Corn fodder for ensilage sliould be 
cut just as tlie ears are glazed, and 
with other material the plants sliould 
be cut when the seeds are about to 
turn. 
After planting a 5'oung tree, tlirow 
abount the roots chip dirt, wood ashes 
or broken bones, and then fill up witli 
the top soil, but no fre.sli manure or 
fermenting material. 
Some gardeners put a shovel full of 
fine manure around eachiiillofl.inia 
beans ju stas tlic iiods are filling out, 
because theu the heaviest drain i.s 
made on the soil for jilant food. 
A bushel of corn in worth utmrly 
three h.ushels of oats for faítening 
hogs or other stock, Imt oats make a 
better food, owing to the larger pro­ 
portion of nitrogen and mineral m at­ 
ter contained tlierein.

They sometimes do best for fruit or­ 
chards, especially if the latter bo well 
fenced and stocked with poultry to 
take care of tlie insects..
